First Door Knockers 


Utilized as Weapons 

The decorative quality of door 
knockers has been gaining in recogni- 
tion and ts now held in poular favor, 
says a writer In Your Home Maga- 
zine, 

“Door knockers,” reads Your Home. 
“were little known in the obscure 
reaches of anclent history, and their 
development from articles of mere 
utility to objects of art has covered 
centuries. The Greeks considered it 
a breach of etiquette to enter a house 
without warning the inmates. Spar 
tans gave this notice by shouting their 
arrival, but the Athenlans announced 
themselves by using the knocker. 
which introduction was doubtless 
made at the time when doors super: 
seded hangings for purposes of great: 
er privacy or safety. First it con 
sisted of a rod-like piece of tron 
chained to the door, but unfriendly 
visitors sometimes wrenched it from 
the door and used it as a weapon of 
offense against the inmates, It was 
then that the form was changed to 
that of a henvy ring fastened by a 
strong clamp or plate to the door, thus 
serving the double purpose of knock- 
er and handle. From Greece the cus- 
tom was transmitted to the Romans 
and through their conquests to nearly 
every country of Europe. It was not 
long before they were very much elab 
orated, beveled, chased and designed 
fn many variations, of which repro- 
ductions may be found for the door 
that would be interesting today.” 


Guinea Fowl Resists 
Appeal of the Wild 


Guinea fowls have been domesticated 
all over the United States, comments a 
sclentist of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and have had 
plenty of opportunities to escape to 
the wild. They have shown little 
indication of desiring to do so, and 
this seems rather surprising, in view 
of the fact that they have done so 
in some of the islunds of the West In 
dies, They were certainly introduced 
long ago into most of these islands 
and are now found in a wild state in 
Jamaica, Cuba, Porto Rico, Domini 
ean Republic, and a few of the Lesser 
Antilles. Where the mongoose Is pres: 
ent it preys extensively on guinea fowl 
and keeps their numbers much in 
check, On Barbuda, in the Lesser An- 
tilles, which was made into a sort 
of game preserve more than 200 years 
ago, the birds still flourish, Wild gul- 
nea fowl have been directly Intro- 
duced into the southeastern states in 
recent years, but the outcome of these 
experiments is not yet known, 


FACTORY WORK TWO PERCENT OFF 
Babson Appeals to Employers 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, September 
28, 1928. 

“The most important factor in the 
business situation today is employment. 
Steady work for the mass of the people is not 
only desirable—it is imperative! Otherwise 
business may undergo a severe reaction. 
Statistics show that people are living right 
up to the limit of their incomes. The great 
majority are absolutely dependent on their 
weekly or monthly wages to meet obligations 
which they have taken on during this period 
when they have been reaching for higher 
living standards. As long as there is no 
interruption in the regular pay envelope, 
business should continue good. Hence, the 
first thing to watch is the trend of employ- 
ment. Any real recession would react very 
quickly on business, Consequently employ- 
ers should endeavor to keep their men 
steadily employed insofar as it is possible to 
do so. Wage reductions should be resorted to 
only when it is absolutely impossible to avoid 
them. 

“Tt is unfortunate that more complete 
statistics are not available on this vital 

uestion. Authorities disagree widely on 
the number of unemployed at any given 
time. It is a very elusive matter, largely 
because of the ‘floaters.’ Such men may be 
employed at one place one week, and idle in 
another place the next week. Moreover, for 
several great industries such as building, and 
farming there is no regular monthly data on 
employment. 


Manufacturing Employment Fair 

“The United States Department of Labor 
figures on employment in selected manufac- 
turing industries do, however, serve as a 
guide to the trend of conditions in certain 
industrial lines. Latest reports are for 
August. They show a slight increase from the 
July figures. The low figures in July were to 
some extent seasonal, caused by vacations, 
inventory shutdowns, and shop repairs. 
Consequently, the August increase was to 
some extent a usual seasonal advance. 
Encouragement is found, however, in the 
fact that this July to August increase was 
greater than any occurring between the same 
months for the past five years. 

“Tt has been customary, when studying 


economic trends to compare each month | f 


with the corresponding month of the year 
before. On this basis factory employment in 
August is about 1.6 per cent below last year. 
This does not mean all lines are employing 
fewer people. Some industries are employing 
many more. The total change moreover, 
is relatively slight from last year and may 
indeed be attributed largely to the normal 
yearly decrease that has been taking place as 
a result of labor saving machinery and im- 
proves ea rather than to any general 
alling off in industrial activity. 
“Employment on the farms is generally 
good. Large crops are being harvested. 
While on the whole there is no real scarcity of 
farm labor, there is likewise no surplus. 
“Building activity continues in large 
volume compared with past years, thus 
assuring work for hundreds of thousands of 
skilled craftsmen and_ unskilled laborers. 
There was, however, a decline of 11 per cent 
in contracts awarded in August compared 
with July and 6 per cent compared with 
August last year. This decline may be only 
temporary, but if it should continue for 
several months it easily might create a 
serious surplus of building labor. Every 
effort iit be made to launch needed pub- 
lic construction as speedily as possible. The 
volume of road construction is a very im- 
rtant factor in keeping employment up. 
uilding as a whole is a bulwark of pros- 
perity. That is whyvit is so essential that 
money rates be kept within bounds. If they 
advance too high they will tend to check 
financing for construction purposes just as 
they did in 1920. Already new bond issues are 
less numerous. Experience has proven that 
building continues good just so long as 
money is plentiful and rates reasonable. 
Otherwise it tends to slow down. 


Employment in Various Industries 

“Never have we had more conclusive 
evidence of the wide difference in prosperity 
of various industries than at the present 
time. On the one hand automobile manufac- 
turing is at record levels, with employment 
30 per cent above Inst year. On the other 
hand, cotton textiles are dead with 15 per 
cent less employment than last year—and 
last year was far from good in the cotton 
business, Agricultural implement makers are 
very active, employing 20 per cent more 
people, whereas shipbuilding is in the dold- 
rums with 20 per cent fewer than last year. 

“ Activity in auto plants and some other 
machinery lines has resulted in a 10 per cent 
boost in the number of machine tool shop 
employees. Piano and organ factories have 
reduced their workers by 14 per cent, 
Curiously enough pottery making plants 
show 6 per cent more workers than last year, 
whereas brick plants show 9 per cent fewer. 
Ausust is of course, a slack season in the clay 
and glass working industries, Other indus- 
tries reporting more employment than last 
year are ice cream, printing and book-bind- 

g, fertilizers, carriages and wagons, women’s 
clothing, millinery and lace goods, glass, 
enamelled ware, tobacco, and automobile 
tires. Industries reporting less employment 
are steam fittings, petroleum refining, cane 
sugar refining, cast iron pipe, cement, rail- 
road car building, carpets and rugs, hosiery 
and knit goods, woolens, newsprint and 
candy. 

Opportunities in Executive Field 

“Opportunities for the young man of 
character and ability were never greater than 
they are now. While it is true that greater 
production is being obtained from a smaller 
number of men than 15 years ago, neverthe- 
less there are more opportunities for good 
men than ever before. 

“There are two reasons for this, First, 
high wages and increased purchasing power 
plus new discoveries and inventions are en- 
couraging the development of new industries, 
such as aviation, radio, television, rayon, 
etc. Second, the old type of family-owned, 
one-man-controlled business is giving way to 
large corporations, owned by large numbers 
of widely scattered stockholders. Such com- 
panies are entirely impersonal. Jobs are no 
longer handed out on the basis of relation- 
ship, favoritism, pull, etc. The young man 
whose inheritance has been one of toil and 
poverty but who has brains, energy, and 
character is the one who is succeeding today, 
In this age of intense competition business 
can no longer tolerate incompetence or even 
just ordinary performance. This opens the 
way for young men and women with char- 
acter and vision, no matter from whence 
they come. ‘This applies in all fields; manu- 
facturing, banking, or merchandising. Look 
at the great banking houses of New York 
today. Only two or three are being run by the 
sons of the men who founded them, The 
great majority are controlled by former 
clerks who were employees of the founders,

“ My organization has always given special 
attention to the type and character of new 
people coming with us. I have always urged 
my business friends to give earnest study to 
their personel problems.

On Monday, she continued her visit to

They joined General Preston Brown of the 
First Corps Area, Boston, in a flight to 
Portland, Maine, on Tuesday. The flight was 
made in a large three-motored plane, but the 
return to Lowell was made in a smaller plane. 


Mrs. Rogers upon returning to Lowell on 
Tuesday, went directly to Stow, where she 
addressed the Tuesday Club of Stow. In the 
evening she attended the Conference of the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, which was 
held at the New Ocean House at Swampscott, 
and made an address on the Development of 
Aviation. 

Last Sunday, September 23, Congressman 
Rogers addressed a meeting of the Methuen 
Post of the American Legion, which was held 
in memory of Mrs. Frank Harrington. A 
flag was presented to the post on behalf of 
Mrs. Harrington, which was made in Paris, 
at the establishment of Worth famous 
creator of gowns.

Mrs. Harrington was 
the oldest gold star mother to attend the 
American Legion Convention in Paris.

MOUNTAIN CLIMBING 


Andover Man Experiences Being Ma- 
rooned on Top of Mt. Washington 


George A. Christie, who with Mrs. Christie 
is enjoying his annual vacation at Jackson, 
N. H. and points in the White Mountains, 
had a most thrilling adventure during the 
first week of his stay, when he climbed Mt. 
Washington accompanied by Gardner Camp- 
pt managing editor of the Wakefield Daily 

tem.. 


The trip included an exceptionally heavy 
storm, cancelling of trains to the summit of 
Mt. Washington for the first time in twenty 
years and the establishing of a new age 
record for mountain climbing by Dorothy 
Dell, three years old last June, of Newark, 


The day previous to the Mount Washing- 
ton climb, little Miss Dell, went through the 
Pool, the Flume, and Lost River in Fran- 
conia Notch. 

Mr. Christie writes as follows: 


“Gee I hope we get something unusual” 
Gordon Campbell said on leaving the Lake 
of the Clouds hut when Joe Dodge chief 
hut master expressed the opinion (and Joe 
is weather wise for long exposure and ex- 
perience) that there was a pipping storm 
coming, well the unusual happened and 
again the best laid plans etc. went agley. It 
was unusual in many ways. 

We planned to climb Washington via the 
Ammonoosuc Ravine, spend the night at the 
Tip Top house and descend the next day to 
the Lake of the Clouds, start Monroe and 
Franklin (we had climbed them both a few 
years ago) ascend Pleasant and then travel 
down the Bridle trail to the Mizpah Spring 
cut off. ascend Mts. Jackson and Webster 
and descend to Crawford Notch via the 
Webster Cliff trail. 

We had ideal weather Wednesday for our 
trip up the Ammonoosuc Ravine, in my 
opinion the most beautiful in the White 
Mountains. The trail runs three-quarters 
of the way along the river and numerous 
cascades and waterfalls make the climb very 
interesting. One fall has a sheer drop of 600 
feet into a beautiful pool, forming a gorge, 
awe-inspiring 400 feet below. The cameras 
were busy enough. Campbell climbed down 
to the pool for afew shots but yours truly 
stayed on terra firma but got a magnificent 
view notwithstanding. 

Climbing whets the appetite and selectin, 
a flat rock at the foot of another beautifu 
fall we started our box lunch. A youngster 
appeared over the edge of the rock followed 
by a woman, then a man, then another 
woman and then another man. The second 
woman wore house slippers and none of the 
party were in hiking togs. ‘‘ How far be it to 
the top of the mounting” inquired one of the 
men. When told it was 2 1-2 miles and 3000° 
feet more they held a council of war. They 
were advised it would be impossible to make 
the top and return before dark so concluded 
to descend at once. They did. 

The boy and the father and mother de- 
cided to go as far as the Lakes of the Clouds 
huts, and they started up. It was just an- 
other case of starting on a journey unpre- 
pared for the dangers which arise at any 
moment in these latitudes in late September. 
A sudden rain storm and they were lost. We 
lost the valiant trio at the Lakes of the 
Clouds but they evidently descended safely, 
tired, sore and wiser. 


Approaching the Lakes of the Clouds Mr. b 


Campbell was recognized by Joe Dodge, who 
was roofing an out building and after a few 
minutes exchange of repartee started for the 
Summit over the Crawford Bridle trail with 
Joe’s final sally of a pippin of a storm ringing 
in our ears. Then came Campbell’s wish for 
something unusual. We had it. Reaching the 
top about 4 o'clock we witnessed a most 
glorious sunset and took many pictures at 
various stages. It was a clear night with 
Portland light and wate Elizabeth light 
olainly visible. Berlin to the North loomed up 
like Coney Island. We hoped for a fine day, 
but oh what a difference in the morning. 
Retiring early to the Tip Top house we 
had choice of 44 bunks, for we were the sole 
occupants. Choosing an upper berth I could 
look down on the new Mt. Washington hotel 
at Bretton Woods ablaze with light. Farther 
up the lights of Bethlehem and Littleton 
glimmered in distance like glow worms, But 
it was lights out for us for we had a hard 
journey on the morrow. 
We got up early so as to be on the trail as 
speedily as possible and got down to the 
restaurant in the Summit House for break- 
fast at 7. When we entered the room the 
floor on the side facing the south was afloat, 
20 pails catching the drips and a man moping. 
The tail end of the Florida hurricane had 
hit the mountain and oh, boy. It didn’t rain 
as we see it rain. In fact it didn’t rain at all 
but there was an abundance of moisture. 
The clouds were like sponges and with a 
70 mile wind beating the clouds against the 
eaves and side of the hotel it is easy to im- 
agine what happened to a building which the 

. & M. R. R. neglects to repair. The water 
sifted under the shingles, ran along the ceil- 
ing of the dining room and “‘a smile was your 
umbrella.” Manager Wright said there was 
more water in the dining room than he had 
ever seen before and to combat the rising 
tide, it was necessary to bore holes in the 
floor and sweep the water into the cellar. 
We took the humorous side and retired 
after breakfast to the writing room which 
we named the Pompeian Baths, while watch- 
ing the clouds go by like drifting snow in a 
February blizzard. As the birdmen sa 
visibility was low, ten feet was the limit. It 
was a dark and stormy morning but there 
was no captain to tell his men, Excitement 
was near at hand however. Not out of clear 
sky, but out of the fog. Like a wraith a form 
appeared and Campbell electrified marooned 
guests, and hotel officials with “‘My God a 
woman.” He saw her clinging for dear life 
with both hands to rail on platform. He said 
at first he thought it was a scarecrow for 
clothes were flying to all four winds. A mad 
rush to the door, requiring the strength of 
two men to open on account of the wind, a 
search along the rocks for the something had 
disappeared and then the finding of the 
woman near the Camden Cottage to the 
west of the Summit house. She was brought 
in safely and informed the rescuers that 
another woman was outside. She was built on 
battleship lines and weight and withstood 
the buffeting. They had come up the Carriage 
road against the advice of the driver and 
looked on the matter in light of a joke. 
Where ignorance is bliss! One said she 
wanted to mail a card from the top of Mt. 
Washington to friends back home and the 
experience to the top would provide some- 
thing to talk about all winter. Can you beat 
it? With assistance of mere man they got 
back to their car and descended to Pinkham

Fall Service on Boston & Maine 


Improved fast service to Lowell, Law- 
rence, Haverhill and other Massachusetts 
points, as well as to Maine and New Hamp- 
shire, is provided by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad's Fall timetables made public 
today in detail. The new schedules are 
efiective next Sunday with the change from 
daylight to standard time, and with a few 
exceptions all trains will be set back one 


our. 

In addition to the record schedules of the 
“Flying Yankee,” “ Pine Tree Limited” and 
the “Cannonball,” which were made public 
several days ago, the detailed schedules show 
a general s ig up, made possible by wide- 
spread improvements to roadbed and equi 
ment, In the service to Lowell a new aed 
leaving the New North Station at 10 a.m. 
will run express to Lowell in the new fast 
time of 35 minutes, in place of the train now 
leaving Boston at 9.45. The 11 a.m. with stop 
at West Medford, Winchester, Woburn, 
North Woburn, Wilmington and North 
Billerica, will reach Lowell in 50 minutes. 
The 5.15 train from Boston will also reach 
Lowell in 35 minutes. Southbound, Lowell 
will have an express at 7.20 a.m., arriving at 
Boston at 8.05 a.m., and new speeds in other 
trains. 

These improvements in local service, it 
was announced, also are extended to New 
Hampshire points, to and from which all 
through trains have been speeded, 5 to 15 
minutes to give the fastest Boston-Concord 
runs ever scheduled. 

The “Ambassador” for Montreal, will 
leave Boston at 9 a.m., instead of 11.30 a.m. 
and the “Alouette”, also for Montreal, will 
leave Boston at 10 a.m., and run on new fast 
time. Southbound the “Alouette” will be 
changed to reach Boston at the more con- 
venient time of 7.30 p.m, 

Service between Boston and Lawrence and 
Haverhill also will show time improvements 
of from two to five minutes, reflected also at 
Dover and Portland, Me., the through trains 
on both eastern and western routes having 
been materially quickened. 

In service to Lynn and other North Shore

Coloring of Flowers 
It ts generally known that the colors 


of vegetation vary In intensity io 
direct ratio to the amount of sun 
light, combined with coolness of tem 
perature, within certain limits, Exam 
ples are the Intense redness of upples 
grown In northern climates, and the 
deep colors of Alpine vegetation, But 
the soil and other influences also have 
an effect upon plant colors, 


Experiments hhuve been made within 


recent years with reference to the 
question of urtifictal contro! of the 
colors of plunts through the Introduc- 
tlon of such chemicals Into the soil fn 
which they grow. In very small quan- 
tities such chemicals are ubsorbed 
without appurent injury, but the ef- 
fect upon the colors ts slight. Yellow 
roses appear to become deeper in 
color under the intlueuce of aluminum 
sulphute and potassium sulphate 
With the use of these same cheinicals 
the petals of the white carnation 
showed a tendency to develop red 
streuks, while when fed with at- 
monium sulphate, aluininum sulphate, 
iron citrate and citrie acid scarlet 
carnations tended to form white 
streaks.

The heavy, and in some cases continuous 
rains over large portions of the United 
States during the past spring have been 
reflected in the amount of electricity pro- 
duced by water power. Ordinarily the per- 
centage of hydro-electric power to the total 

roduction of electricity in the United 
States ranges from about 30 percent during 
dry months to 40 percent in wet months, but 
in May of this year the centage was 
44.6 percent of the total—the highest ever 
recone! 

Part of this large increase is of course due 
to the great amount of water in lakes and 
streams, but a large part of it is also due to the 
interconnection of hydro systems with those 
systems that ordinarily depend upon steam 
for the production of electricity. Excess or 
surplus water has always run to waste during

Treasure of Ireland 
About the time that the Roman em- 
pire was sinking and London was llttle 
more than a haunted ruin on a hill, 
there was an unknown Irish monk en- 
gaged, day after day, year after year, 
at his writing table In an abbey at 
Kells, Ireland. He was transcribing 
the Gospels and making a book that 
has survived to this day as one of the 
rarest and most beautiful In existence, 
It Is called the book of Kells and 
today it reposes in the treasure room 
of Trinity college, Dublin, where many 
a collector has viewed it and had 
offers spurned. Its writer enriched it 
with a thousand intricacies of design, 
and men looking at It today wonder 
not only at the fertility of his brain 
but at the keenness of his eyesight, so 
microscopical are the lines. Once the 
book was stolen and found two months 
later in an earth pile where the thief 
had flung it when he decided It was of 
no value. Now the book Is considered 
the most perfect expression of Chris- 
tian art that has survived the Golden 
age of Ireland.—London Express, 


Glass Windows Found 


in Old Roman Houses 
Glass windows are not the relatively 
modern things they are commonly re- 
puted to be. According to Dr. M. 
Blaschke, a German ceramic chemist, 
they were in use in anclent Rome, 
Most of the panes did not exceed 12 
by 16 inches in size, though a few 
larger ones have been found, Glass- 
making, known for many centuries tn 
Egypt, came to Rome relatively late, 
During the time of Cicero, who dled 
In 43 B. C., glass objects of any kind 
were rarities, and glass windows were 
unknown. A hundred years later most 
households owned some, and by the 
time the empire was well established 
glass was fairly common, The famous 
mosaics of the later empire, notably 
at Ravenna and Constantinople, were 
made largely out of bits of glass,

Each people devel- 
oped Its own alphiubet, Eastern people 
for the most part writing, as we 
would say, backwurds, t. e,, from right 
to left; or downward; while our own 
branch of the human race which has 
developed the “cursive” style of writ- 
ing in which each letter can be joined 
to the next without lifting the pen, 
find writing from left to right the 
most convenient method, 


Toad’s Eggs Hatched 
on Back of Mother 


Among the 80 species of toads 
known there is one, the water toad 
of Central Americu, which presents 


many curlous and interesting features 
These toads employ a strunge way of 
hatching their eggs, Most species 
lay their eggs in the creeks or ponds 
and leave them there until they are 
hatched, The pipa of Central Amer 
Ica lay theirs in the water the sume 
as the other species, but a9 soon as 
they are laid, the father lifts them up 
and literally plants them In the back 
of the mother toad, ‘There they re- 
main until they hatch. The skin of 
the mother toad becomes unusually 
thick and soft at this season of the 
year. Each egg occupies a separate 
round cell chamber, which later, by 
the pressure of each cell against the 
other, takes the shape of a honeycomb 
cell. Elghty-two days elapse before 
the hatching of the eggs. They re 
main in the back of the mother toad 
during this entire perlod. When they 
begin to hatch, they present a curloua 
sight
